cisco was a prosperous one (four days and 
ope hqar)^ ,but the Oalifornia^oUs fright- 

ever was on, although the soil was cnlni 
enoDghi At tilght, -I 'turned from one 
side to another like a barrel, and on deck 

we hnd to place our feet liko a pnir of 
open compnsscg. We liad several celebri- 
ties on board, viz : Mr. nnd Mrs. Tiir- 
gbbse, who nccoinpaiiied us to Paimma, 
en route for Mexico, where tlicy intend 
openings an iudustrinl establishraeut ; 
King, the contractor, who contrived to 
smuggle hiuiseir on board under a faiso 
0{t^||,;imdf a^Qap>.- I^waiji whom yon may 
have'heii'ril'of. In Ban Francisco I raet 
with several of our oM Victoria frlonils, 
Mr. Walker, Wright k S.ainders, Mr. 
George, Mr. IIok th, Mr. Sutro, Rhiiid 
and others. They nil spoko with regret 
of Yietoria and would he glad to return if 
anything were to be doarthere. I also 
saw Mr. Boll, the "annexationist," who 
. introduced mo to the editor-in-chief of Iho 
Bulletin. '1 he latter spoke favorably 
enough of or.r overland route, which 
obliged Mr. Bell rather to modify his 
opiDioii and do U3 much. S n Francisco 
is anjQiwensely,improying place and some 
of tTie"ltiuiIafhgg that lirc going up are 
truly iniiKnificent 

We left ou Wednesday, October 30th, 
for Panama, on board the Sacraiiierito 
splendid steamer, nnd with only 200 pas- 
fiengers, instead of 70O or 800, the usual 
number. This added vostly to our com 
fort, excepting that' we had about 30 
children :.a3> completely spoiled, as badly 
bronght op and as unmannerly as conUl 
well be expected. Wo counted twelve 
Caribooites and Victorians on board 
.^moagst the crow there was one scraping 
the deck who recognised me. He bad 
had a goo i claim in Oariboo and bad 
gained Si 4,000 which ho managed to 
gamble away'. Having been introduced 
to the captain, my place nt Lis table wa 
among ttie up[)er crust, nnd I must say 
the dinners were truly splendid ; indeed 
eyerylbjo^' was as plentiful on tlio Pan 
ama'sratSiB'iV'-became niggardly on t'.ds 
Bide, Aspinwall, uuder the inQuence of 
Tankeedora. 

At Cupe Lucas we stopped to take up 
some jiassenger, or passengers, who had 
lighted u beacon at 'he top of a conical 
hill, .^hi^M^P, ii^.t first, laken^for a vol- 
cano,' aad Several learned fligquisitions 
were made on the suliject. It was daring 
the dinner I'lne, bnt female euriosiiy 
could not resist the temptation and one 
by one all the ladies left the table nnd 
run up o:i deck to see the new comers. 
They soon came down, however, dee|)ly 
disappointed, tbe only passenger bein? 
an 'elderly geutlennau with one eye. lie 
turned oot to be one of the Coni^ress elect 
of Juarez party, and was going to Mcxieo 
via Acnpulco. 

The hciit had now became oppressive, 
the Sea calm and monolonou.s, and the 
only interruption consisted in the con- 
stant din of plates for. suc'eeding meals. 
We arrived at A'capnico 'dV'6'a; in. on the 
Wetliiesd:iy following our departure, 
-where we took in co.il and water and I 
went on Sihori: fur a eoaple of liouri. It 
is said to contain oOoO inhabitants nnd 
has the quiet appearince of all Spanish 
town^Kj^opih- Ameriqa. The situation, 
how^verr 19 Iwely and the harbor per- 
fectly landlocked. Tlio French put up 
iron lamp posts in the streets, which nre 
Still used, and estublished a police force 
of eight men. Ooi^ sleumer was soon sur- 
rburided wiih boats and couoes of every 
description, -.loaded -^lyith bananas, pine 
apples, limes/'oraiTgeg.'sliells, 'sep^ars, par- 
oquets,: &c ; whilst several naked divers 
W6nld plaugo and instantly bring up ten 
cent pieces and other small coins, which 
were throw/i to~tbem, from the bottom of 
the sea. ' 

We now kept chielly in sight of the 
shore till wo reached the Bay of Panama, 
w}i|rg,.\y|re ^arrived on To'.sday moi-ning 
l?in"in8t.'' '"We had however, to wait 
several hours for the tide, before the small 
steamer in waiting could take us to Pmia- 
uia, distance of several miles ; but some 
of the pnssoii'.^ers who were more iinpa- 
tiunt hired boats and went ou shore, al- 
though it was beginning to rain. At leugih 
we started for the town and got there 
about 2 o'clock amidst torrents of rain. 
Panama contains 14,000 inhabitants and 
is a picturAsqiiG place with its old streets 
and cathedrals. Wu landed at a covered 
wharf, where tbe cars were waiting for 
US, and where wejverejmmediately assail 
ed by every possnle" 'IciriB of noisS and 
importunity, Mun rtiniiiiig away with 
your baggage in every direction. Parrots, 
shirt buttons, Panama hats, nnd cigar.s 
fitulTed in your face, with deafening cries 
of icg^d^^monade, ruin, wine, peu/ls, silver 
coin, occ'., to say nothing of religious 
tracts and everything elso imaginable. 
We were met here by our fellow pnssen 
gers who had come on shore in the boats 
and wilt) had been (heiichcd to the skin. 
'J'hey hnd to buy iii.'W clothing from head 
to foot and spend about iJJiS each for the 
freak. ' 

. /i'ho railroad runs through a pictures- 
que .country, overgrown with tropical 
.vegetation. It is 47 miles long, is very 
shaky owing to the worn out state of the 
' riiis, and as to the curves they are the 
shnrpuak I oversaw, and nlniost in- 
Ciedible. Towards Aspinwall ilio road 
follows the Chagrcs, a sluggish, red, muddy 
rivprijaud the country becomes very 
swiimpy. It is here that so many thous- 
and, perished in building tlio road ; 
that it is said a hninan skeleton may 
be 'counted for each sleeper. Wo made 
the trip' in rather better than lliroa hours 
and paddled with oar baggage through 
the only sirect in Aspinwall to the- passen- 
ger and baggage room, where wo had to 
wait' bore' than two hours until 8 p. nr, 
Jiltthi'Jtbff f'dinglo light of a gloomy lamp, 
bofiV^ -ff6 were ndmillod oa .bosr^jitho , 



Ar zona. A great part of Aspinwall was 
blown up by the eyplosion of nitro-gly- 
ccriue'some time ago, and tho ruins of a 
throe story adobe house, and tho wreck of 
an English steamer give the place a mel- 
anohoiy aspect. It; is moreover an open 
Voadstcad, and, what is more, two of our 
passengers who made the attemot'-^coold 
get nothing for dinner but boiled'?0gg8, ;• 

Wo took hero about 40 passeiigers on 
board, of whom IG wero shi[)wrecked sail- 
ors, and tho remainder from i^ow Zealand 
and Ajistralia. Tbe Arizona is a better 
and stronger vessel thaa tho Siioramento, 
which wo soon found out. For the first five 
days wo bad nothing but raioj-'fog "and 
heavy weather, so that many of the pas- 
sengers wero detained in their berths 
casting up accounts, but when they got 
better a^d. appeared'at tablf,' the shortneiis 
of the' mecifs became too 'evident.' 'Tlius 
we would have for br(!akfast ac a table 
for sixcen, one [jig's loot boiled and slit 
in two, a plate with two crackers, au 
oval dish with four sardiucs jjlaced two 
inches apart from each other, a plate 
with one sea biscait, no potatoes, no 
bread till called for, a plate with four small 
slices of cold meat, and a small plate of 
butter. We now paseed Jamaica and St. 
Domingo, tho east end of Cuba, Long 
Island and Romney Iskuid, and the tem- 
perature became more moderate, till we 
passed Cape-Halteras and loft tho Gulf 
stream, when the cold bccamo most sud- 
den and trying and killed all the parrots 
on board. At lust wo reached Now 
York ou Wednesday, 2oth inst., after a 
s..fo bat tedious voynge and landing on 
Canal street wharf at 8 in the morning. 

In my ne.xt I must give you some 
account of my doings here, which will 
ta.ke a letter as long as this, but at pres- 
ent have oidy time to subscribe myself.

Young, Chief Justice of that province, 
wiih illegal conduct and other misdemean- 
ours and praying that steps be taken 
for his removal from oUico. . ^ .^.^f.. 

Mr Walsh enqtiired whether it is" the 
intention of the Government to introduce 
a measure for scciUMng to the Government 
the possession of tlio various telegraph 
lines within the Dominion, nnd providing 
for the managoraenl uf the same in con- 
nection with tbe postal .system. 

Sir Jobn-A Macdonald said the Gov- 
enment, before introducing a mea.sure, 
would wait to see the action of tho Eng- 
lish Government on the same subject. 

Sir John Macdonald said it was not 
intended to fill the office of Secretary of 
the provinces immediately Mr Archi- 
bald was still acting as Secretary of the 
Prorinces, and his services were of tho 
i.'reatest odvantage at this moment in 
consequence of the numerous n|)p!ications 
now beitig mado on tho de|)artnient. 
The establishment of this dcpartmetit 
was ati experiment, and it was not yot 
decided whether, there sboaid bc# new 
distribution as far as the duties of tlie 
Secreiary.ship of State were concerned. 

Mr. McKeuzie gave notice of a motion 
for copies of the curres])ondenee relative 
to the forcible abdnctioii of British sub- 
jects from the township of Moore by 
Urtlled States^ (iflScers. 

Sir John "A. Macdonald announced 
{that the Honse would be asked to con- 
tinue the snsipension of tho habeas corpus 
act and to extend to all parts .of the 
Dominion tho provisions of tho act for 
the trial of foreign aggressors, 

Mr. Mills introduced a bill to disqualify 
members of the Local Legislatures from 
sitting or voting in the Senate or House 
of Commons of tho Duminion of Canada. 

Sir John A. Macdonald intimated lliat 
the measures which the (jovcrnnieal in- 
tended to introduce and carry tlii'ongli if 
possible before the odjourianfiit in Dec- 
ember were the following : 1st, the I'ust 
office act ; 2iid. tho luturcoioniali road 
bill, providing for the loan uuder the 
guarantee; .'Jrd, Tariff an 1 M.xeisc laws; 
■Itli, Ciist<mis regnlaUon Act; 5;li, Exeise 
regulation Act ; Gth, Habeas Corpus act; 
7th, Supply Bill.
